FIG. la represents an overhead view of an embodiment of a substrate 1 with two electrodes, a 
first electrode 3 and a second electrode 5, provided on the surface of the substrate or on other 
structures formed in and/or on the substrate. The first electrode 3 and second electrode 5 may be 
provided in cjose proximity to each other. The distance between the first electrode and the 
second electrode may vary, depending upon the embodiment According to one example, the first 
electrode and the second electrode may be separated by a distance of from about 0.1 [[im]] jim to 
about 100 [pin]] hul Typically, the electrodes are separated by a distance of from about 1 [pin]] 
ym to about 10 [[im]] an. Additionally, the electrodes typically have a thickness of about 20 nm 
to about lOOOnm.
